The three students petitioned their 


Government soine time ago that they 
be permitted to change from Califor- 
nia to Harvard. Leave to make the de- 
sired change was granted last week, 
and the men left immediately for their 
new home. 


The cause for their disaffection with 


the University of California is explain- 
ed in the following- manner by one 
who is acquainted with the workings 
of the Oriental mind. 
"Hitherto," he 


said, "the Chinese students who have 
successfully pursued their studies in 
America, have 
graduated 
either 
at 


Ya-le or Harvard, and hence to carry 
on work at any other university seems 
to be an unjustifiable innovation. 
So 


averse are the Chinese to change that 
"what the pioneer "has successfully ac- 
complished in any place or country 
must be exactly imitated by those who 
follow after. 
Hence the University of 


California with all of its facilities and 
advantages has failed lo retain these 
three promising Chinese students." 


There are five more Chinese Govern- 


ment students in the university. These 
are enrolled in engineering colleges and 
express themselves as being well sat- 
isfied with the State University.

water to cities or towns must furnish i 
pure, fresh water to the inhabitants I 


thereof, for family uses, so long as the 
supply permits, at reasonable rates and 
without distinction of persons, upon 
proper demand therefor, and must fur- 
nish water to the extent of their means 
in case of flre or othsr great necessity, 
free of charge.' 
:«>i ' 


"So far, I have found only one Su- 


preme Court decision on this point, 
and that seems to uphold the conten- 
tion that, for fire purposes, the water 
must be furbished free. 
It Is not my 


intention, however, to make such a 
claim. It is possible that another ap- 
peal would result in a decision that 
the city could not demand free water 
from a private corporation 
for 
any 


purpose. 


"I do claim, however, that the law 


contemplates that the rate charged to 
the city shall be reasonable, and not in 
excess of that charged other consum- 
ers. 


"Furthermore, I believe the appro- 


priation to be illegal for the reason 
that the Council exceeded its author- 
ity whe'n Unprovided (under the head 
of 'Water to Hydrants') to pay the 
Contra Costa Water 
Company 
an 


amount in excess of the value of water 
used figured at maximum meter rates, 
thus virtually setting aside a part of 
the public funds to be used as a gift 
to the company. 
This I believe to be 


a violation of the spirit, if not the 
letter, of constitutional provision, sec- 
tion 31. 


"If the claim is made that it is not 


a gift, then the rates charged the mu- 
nicipality for wateif, a£e In excess of 
the rate 
charged., qyi.er, 
consumers, 


which is certainly a, violation or char- 
ter provision, section^',:-39, 
page 
17, 


which says: 'No contract for the sup- 
plying of water for ''the use of the 
municipality in any of its 
depart- 


ments shall bejnade wherein the rates 
exceed those charged other consum- 
ers.' 
"This law., jertainly does not con- 


template that^the charge for water.-to 
the municipality . in 
one 
of 
its" de- 


partments shall be nine or ten times 
that which would be charged to other 
consumers for the same quantity. 
It 


would seem to me quite as consistent 
for the Water Company, after having 
charged the private consumer the full 
price for the water supplied at maxi- 
mum meter rates, to then demand ten 
times as much more for the abality 
to deliver it. 
"I ask you, gentlemen, can the Con- 


tra Costa Water Company claim that 
their charge of $44,884 for water that 
could not possibly (even at the maxi- 
mum meter rate, 33c per 100 cubic 
feet) have been 
worth 
more 
than 


$5,099.39—is not 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
rate charged other consumers? I ask 
you, 
will they make such a claim? So 


much for the plea that the approria- 
tion is to pay for the water. 


"If the appropriation is intended to 


pay 'Rental of Hydrants' and not to 
pay for the water, it is illegal, for it 
provides that the city shall pay rental 
for that which the city owns, the ,'elt'y 
having, by virtue ofa right reserved 
when the franchise was first grarjted 
to the Contra Costa Water Company, 
located the hydrants f»nd paid for them 
as per vouchers on file. 
This would 


simply emphasize iny contention that 
you have been and are still providing 
for a gift to the Water Company under 
the guise of 'Rental of Hydrants.' 


"Furthermore, I believe the appro- 


priation to be illegal for the tgason 
that (so far as I can discover) there 
is no provision in 
the 
constitution, 


code or charter conferring Mpon the 
Council the right to enter into a con- 
tract with the Water Company or any 
other corporation for 
the 
rental 
of 


hydrants or any other machinery or 
apparatus. 
If permissable at all, it 


must be done through the medium of 
the Board of Public Works. Even then, 
I contend that it would be an outrage 
to contract to mulct, the city by agree- 
ing to pay, as rental, a sum per annum 
approximate to 120 per cent of what 
the hydrants were 
worth, including 


cost of putting them in. place. 


"The law simply says that the Coun- 


cil shall flx the rates to be chargfid 
for water and that the rates shall be' 
reasonable. 
It does not mention the 


leasing of a part of the plant of the 
corporation—assuming, for 
the 
mo- 


ment, that the company owns the hy- 
drants, which it does not. 


"But 
assume that the appropriation 


is not made for either of the fore- 
going purposes, but that it is simply 
for the purpose of compensating the 
Water Company for the ability to de- 
liver the water in times of emergency, 
even then I believe it to be illegal, for 
the reason that it Is a double charge 
to the city, the company having capi- 
talized everything in sight and out of 
sight, including the distributing plant, 
at 
$1.378,533. and the water at 
the 


two plants at something like $2,000,000, 
being at the rate of $2,500 a miner's 
inch. 
"How, then, having capitalized those 


items, and having been allowed by you 
gentlemen a' revenue of 10 per cent 
per annum, can they consistently be 
allowed a further revenue for the same 
water under the head of 'Water to 
Hydrants"? 
I cannot, for the life of 


me. see the justice of it. 


"There is now in the custody of our 


City Treasurer, tied up by an injunc- 
tion and claimed by the Contra Costa 
Water Company, a sum of money, ap- 
proximately $100,000. 
Of this amount, 


about $45,000'has been appropriated by 
you. 
to the Contra Costa Water Com-

I believe thnt of this amount 
over $40,000 belongs to the city, and 
that, for the reasons recited, the Con- 
tra Costa Water Company has no right 
to it, either in law or equity, and the 
most desperate efforts should be made 
to save it from falling into the hands 
of that corporation. 


"For the foregoing: reasons, if for no 


others, I will not be a party to the 
movement to tax the people for 'rev- j 
enue only' and to levy an Illegal spe- 
cial tax. thus utilizing the" city ma- 
chinery and the city's employes as a 
collection bureau in the Interest of the 
Contra Costa Water Company." 


Mr. Cuveilier said that Mr. Dornin's 


paper had been really cleverly pre- 
pared and contained a great deal of 
information on a very important sub- 
ject. 
He did not, however, see what 


good it would do at that time. 
The 


proper time to present the paper was 
when the;--water. rate was being fixed. 
A majority of the Council had fixed 
the rates! the way they had been fixed 
and it required a great deal of money 
to meet the water bills, which were 
heavy. 
In fixing the levy they had 


found that a great 
many 
improvt- 


ments had to be made and they had 
been obliged to take away the demand 
of the Board of Education for support 
of the High School and make it a spe- 
cial tax. He deplored the attack which 
had been made on the levy. 
He did 


not think the people would take any 
part in an effort to make it appear that ' 
the levy was illegal. It would put the 
city in" a deplorable condition.

schools would have to close ami they 
would find themselves in a bad con- 
dition indeed. 
The people would be 


willing to pay the tax levy. 
If not, 


they would be at the polls next spring.

Mr. Dornin said he had no apology

WIXSON'S VIEWS. 


"I believe," said Mr. Wixson. "that 


argument by Dornin is not right In 
any particular. 
I believe it to be 


wrong from roof to foundation. 
It 


does not exist as a fact. It is simply 
an imagination. In the first place, he 
is talking about what he should have j 
talked about six months ago. Then he i 
was also quiet. 
I defy any man to 


show that he said a word or offered a j 
suggestion that would give any light i 
on the subject, that would let us out 
of the dilemma. He said simply that 
he was opposed to it. When we were 
getting ready to pass the second water 
ordinance, and the Contra Costa. Water 
Company 
made 
demands 
upon 
us 


which it said It was entitled to, he left 
us to believe that-he was in favor of 
fixing the rates as they had beer be- 
fore. With his usual tenacity, he tells 
us now that he 
is 
opposed 
to 
it- 


Within three years' time the citizens 
will believe that we have acted hon- 
estly. So far as the high tax rate and 
the high price of hydrants are con- 
cerned. I say It is wisdom to provide 
this fire protection. 
Do we want to 


happen here what happened in Stock- 
ton and other,,places? It IB a strange 


statement for a man of his training, 
who is at the head of one of the high- 
est moaopiles that ever existed in Cali- 
fornia. 
The State of California is the 


only one that does not permit a mu- 
tual insurance company to exist. 


The 
speaker 
then told of a visit 


made by members of the Merchants' 
Exchange 
to the Legislature for the 


purpose of Inducing that body to enact 
a law enabling mutual insurance com- 
panies to organize. "But," he continued, 
"Some one went to San Francisco and 
and 
some one came hack and that 


some one who had previously spoken in 
favor of our law, said 'Boys, we believe 
you mean all right. We believe you are 
really good men. If you have under- 
gone any expense in coming here, ,\ve 
will reimburse you. You may return 
home because you'll get no mutual in- 
surance law this session.' 
"Now in Oakland, we are paying to 


the same monopoly which will not al- 
low a local insurance company to or- 
ganize, insurance amounting, I think, 
to $450,000 a year. I have asked insur- 
ance men their opinion on the subject. 
I think that is a reasonable estimate. 
We are paying tha/t sum every year 
to 
the monopoly represented by this 


gentleman who is the head and front of 
it while we pay only $30,000 a year for 
water for fire protection. If we did not 
have this fire protection, we would bv.- 
in the same condition as Stockton and 
other cities which have suffered 
so 


much 
from 
destructive fires. 
Other 
members of the Council felt that this 
drain should be reduced and attempted 
to do so by placing it on the fire hy- 
drants and getting fire protection. But 
we have not yet got half the protec- 
tion we ought to have. If we cut off 
the $30,000 and spend it in insurance, 
the Council will be and oui'ht to be 
censured. 
Dornin's statements 
are 
simply without foundation. 
They are 


absolutely full of error. I will vote for 
the levy." 


SCHAPFER. 


Councilman Schaffer said: "We took 


an amount of Interest in fixing 
the 
tax levy. I believe we spent two wueks 
in trying to do it, meeting almost every 
night, and I believe almost every mem- 
ber of the Council did his utmost in 
fixing • the 
levy as we have it. 
We 


found it necessary to do certain things, 
before required to be done by law. 
I 


believe every Councilman took cogni- 
zance of a decision of the courts. As 
citizens, we must abide by the decis- 
ion of the court. We were obliged to 
obey the order of the court and to' pro- 
vide for the maintenance of hydrants 
for the purpose of holding down the 
enormous rates of insurance which we 
pay in this city and still keep within 
the 
one-dollar limit. We found we 


could not do so. It would make it Im- 
possible to light the streets' and per- 
form other 'duties. We had nothing to 
do but to add seven cents as a special 
tax."I have no doubt that Mr. Dornin's 
statement has been prepared by an able 
mathematician, but I am satisfied with 
my contact and I believe the action of 
the Council to provide fire protection 
for this city and. to stop some of the 
payment of excessive insurance rates 
will be approved by the people. I will 
vote aye."
